bership and membership dues 

It has been assumed that any additional 
income provided by an incre ase in member 
ship dues could and should be budgeted so 
as to provide services not now available to 
ALA members rather than to pay for in 
creased costs of rendering existing services 

The committee has, therefore attempted 
to discover what additional services are 
most needed or desired, and has solicited 
the opinion of a variety of ALA members 
It has found particularly helpful the testi 
mony of the ALA Membership Committee, 
whose members are regularly in touch with 
the individual Association member and, in 
connection with the solicitation of member 
ships and renewals, are in a position to 
know what the individual member wants 
from the ALA 

On the basis of its study the committec 
has come to the conclusion that members 
of the Association would like to see several 
idditional services offered, but agreement 
seems to be that two particular services, 
formerly provided by the Association, should 
be restored. These services are pl icement 
ind the membership directory Although

At the 
opening session he spoke about the phi 
losophy of adult education and urged the 
formulation of a working definition in order 
that each delegate would have the same 
basis for development of understanding.

mature person to improve himself by ac 
quiring new skills, information, understand- 
ings, attitudes or appreciations, or the effort 
of an agency to present the opportunity 
ind the encouragement to mature persons 
for improving themselves or their com 


munity.” Dr. Houle also said: 


If we work together within the profession of 
libr iianship ind as cooperators with other 
agencies, perhaps we may hope to establish a 
view which the modern world, with its nervous 
preocc upation W ith the immediate had tended to 
neglect. It is the idea that education should be 
a lifelong process, so that the individual develops 
his potentialities, not while he is a child, but 
so long as he lives. No idea is more universal 
than this one and I venture to say that it finds a 
place somewhere in the tradition of every cul 
ture which is represented among us. It prov ides 
us therefore a common basis toward which we 
mav move together toward mutual understand 
ing and international understanding. But it is an 
ide il which has never bee n ret ognized by more 
than a few of the people and then only for the 


] 


rich and leisured. The best hope of the world 
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is to recapture the ideal, to dramatize it so that 
it gains popular acceptance, and to build prac 
tical programs leading to its accomplishment 
Adult Education should not become the province 
of the few but of the many. 


Plan of Work 


Che first week of the seminar was given 
over to plenary sessions at which the gen 
eral philosophy and principles of adult edu 
cation were explored in prepared talks. 
Che last week was also devoted to plenary 
sessions at which the work of each group 
was submitted to the delegates and the find 
ings and recommendations were discussed 
and approved. ‘The director had insisted 
that every report of all committees be en 
tirely complete before the close of the 
seminar. The only exception was that of the 
Evaluation Committee, headed by Ralph 
Munn, which was charged with appraising 
the value of the seminar at its close, and 
again on May 1, 1951, when participants 
will have had time to put their knowledge 
into action at home 

rhe intervening two weeks were devoted 
to work in groups or committees, subcom 
mittees, and consultation. 

The delegates were divided into three 
main groups according to their choice of 
subject matter and each followed a working 
plan developed by the group leaders.
